FILLETS  of  perch  are  made 
with  one  package  of  frozen 
perch,  one-half  cup  flour,  one 
egg.  one-half  cup  milk,  and  one 
c up  <*rushed.  dried  bread  crumbs 
Whip  the  egg  and  milk  to 
gether  Dip  the  perch  into  the 
flour,  the  egg  milk  mixture,  and 
the  bread  crumbs.  Brush  it  light- 
ly with  melted  butter  and  lemon 
Juice.  Bake  at  500  degrees  for 
10  minutes. 

Directions  for  peas  ala’  roux  ;

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Much,  much  conversation  has  been  circulating  through  the 
Cougar  sports  area  lately  as  a result  of  the  ineligibility  ruling- 
handed  down  against  BYU  javelin  thrower  Charles  (Pinky)  Hig- 
gins by  the  Skyline  Commissioner’s  office. 

Checking  into  the  matter,  we  found  a very  complicated  set  of 
conference  and  cross-conference  eligibility  rules  staring  us  in  the 
face. 

The  Higgins  case  is  a very 
strange  deal  indeed,  also  a very 
questionable  one  in  comparison 
with  other  cases  we  could  cite 
within  the  realms  of  Mr.  Rom- 
ney’s Skyline  Conference. 

Reasons  for  the  ineligibility 
ruling  came  from  the  following 
set  of  facts  connected  with 
Pinky’s  college  career. 

\ Higgins  spent  his  freshman 
year  at  BYU,  but  transfered  to 
the  University  of  Nevada  for 
his  second  year.  He  lost  a good 
deal  of  credit  in  the  transfer 
and  was  listed  as  a freshman  at 
the  U of  N also,  and  he  com- 
peted as  such.  He  had  not  yet 
competed  in  athletics  at  BYU. 

After  two  years  at  Nevada,  or 
a freshman  and  sophomore  year 
in  terms  of  eligibility,  he  re- 
turned to  BYU.  Taking  eligibili- 
ty for  granted,  on  the  basis  that 
he  had  two  years  of  participa- 
tion left,  he  competed  last  year 
for  BYU, placing  fifth  in  the. na- 
tion in  the  NCAA  meet.  This 
year,  evidently  his  senior  year 
in  school  and  in  athletic  eligi- 
bility, a ruling  is  placed  on  him 
bringing  his  collegiate  athletic 
career:  to  a sudden  halt. 

Here’s  where  the  catch  is. 

According  to  Skyline  Confer- 
ence rules,  when  Higgins  start- 
ed school  here  freshmen  were 
ineligible  to  compete  in  inter- 
collegiate athletics.  When  he 
transferred  to  Nevada,  the  Far 
Western  League  ruling  there  wSs  that  freshmen  could  compete 
so  he  did. 

Returning  to  BYU,  he  still  had  two  years  of  intercolle- 
giate play  left.  Then  the  ruling — 

According  to  new  NCAA  rules,  not  in  effect  when  Hig- 
gins was  a frosh,  in  order  to  compete  as  a freshman  in  inter- 
collegiate athletics  it  must  be  done  during  the  first  three  quar- 
ters of  school. 

It  looks  as  if  Pinky  is  just  a victim  of  circumstances,  and 
through  no  fault  of  his  awn  it’s  all  over  as  far  as  college  competi- 
tion is  concerned. 

Higgins  will  be  heard  from  again  though.  He  will  be  com 
peting  in  the  Intermountain  AAU  meet  this  Saturday,  and' will  be 
in  action  in  the  National  AAU  meet  in  June  in  Bakersfield,  Calif. 
His  plans  also  include  the  Olympic  Trials,  which  will  be  held  at 
the  Los  Angeles  Coliseum,  in  late  June. 

One  of  the  outstanding  track  events  of  the  season  is  scheduled 
for  Salt  Lake  City  Saturday  afternoon  when  cinder  stars  from  all 
over  the  intermountain  area  will  be  in  competition  for  a berth  in 
the  National  AAU  meet  and  the  Olympic  Trials. 

One  of  the  feature  events  of  the  day  should  be  the  100- 
yard  dash.  Pitted  against  each  other  will  be  not  only  the  top 
dash  men  in  the  Skyline  Conference,  but  perhaps  the  fastest 
man  to  ever  grace  the  short  race  in  this  part  of  the  country. 
We’re  talking  about  Dixie  J.C’s  great  Kent  Christensen,  who 
recently  set  a new  century  record  at  the  BYU  Invitational 
with  a time  of  9.6.

JOHN  BLAIR  and  Paul  Hay- j 
nie  led  the  Brigham  Young  Uni-  j 
versity  baseball  team  in  the 
pitching  and  hitting  depart- 
ments, respectively,  figures  re- 
leased Tuesday  afternoon  show. 

The  figures  include  only  the 
Cougars’  six  Western  Division 
games,  of  which  Wayne  Tucker’s 
men  have  won  three. 

Blair  has  \yon  one  game  and 
lost  one  in  division  competition 
but  the  California  junior  has  an 
earned  run  average  of  1:54. 
which  is  the  important  factor  in 
the  pitching  department. 

In  23%  innings,  Blair  has  giv- 
en up  only  four  earned  runs. 
An  interesting  note  is  that  in 
34%  innings  of  pitching  over 
the  entire  season,  he  has  com- 
piled an  earned  run  average  of 
1:58.  In  league  play,  Blair  has 
allowed  2)}  hits  in  his  23%  in- 
nings of  chucking,  while  walk- 
ing four  batters. 

Owen  Skousen  leads  the  Cat 
mound  staff  with  wins,  as  he 
has  picked  up  two  victories  as 
compared  to  one  defeat.  In  22% 
innings,  Skousen  has  given  up 
16  hits,  but  has  been  responsible 
for  10  earned  runs.  The  rest  of 
Tucker’s  staff  has  seen  limited 
action. 

Haynie,  third  and  second 
baseman  for  the  Cougars,  is 
sporting  a 364  batting  mark 
in  league  play  to  lead  his 
teammates  at  the  plate.  Close 
behind  the  blond  infielder  are 
Dave  Lewis  and  Gary  La- 
Comb.  Haynie  and  Lewis  have 
played  all  six  games  while 
LaComb  had  to  leave  the  first 
game  of  onday’s  double-head- 
er, as  he  tore  some  ligaments 
in  his  right  foot  sliding  into 
second  base. 

Haynie  has  eight  hits,  also  a 
team  high,  in  22  times  at  bat. 
Lewis  and  LaComb  have  com- 
piled their  .350  bat  mark  as  a 
result  of  the  two  BYU  infielders 
having  collected  seven  hits  in 
20  trips  to  the  plate.  LaComb 
leads  his  mates  in  the  run  de- 
partment with  five.  Four  play- 
ers are  tied  with  four  runs. 

After  the  .350  batting  average 
of  Lewis  and  LaComb,  the  next 
highest  average  belongs  to  left- 
fielder  Phil  Oyler,  who  is  bat- 
ting 250.  This  hundred-point  gap 
between  the  second  and  third 
highest  batters  on  the  club  ac- 
counts for  the  Cougars’  early 
league  season  slump. 

Lewis  and  Haynie  head  the 
RBI  department  as  they  have 
knocked  in  five  BYU  runs,  while 
Oyler  has  driven  across  four. 

Oyler’s  24  times  at  bat  leads 
in  that  department,  and  the  for- 
mer Cat  football  player  also 
leads  in  triples,  with  two. 

Lewis,  with  31  putouts,  one 
assist,  and  one  error  is  the  top 
fielder  on  the  BYU  nine,  with  a 
fielding  percentage  of  .972, 
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TOP  FORM — John  Blair,  mound  star  on  the  Brigham  Young 
University  pitching  team,  leads  the  Cougars  in  the  statistics 
department  with  an  earned-run  average  of  154.
